I have met lots of you when I have been to Tesco’s or 
out walking with Grandma and Granddad (John and 
Diana Reynolds). I love the way everyone makes a 
fuss of me and tells me I am beautiful. Grandma tells 
me I am getting vain but I am not: I just know it is 
true! 

I have had an exciting time lately as I have been to 
Kent to visit 2 of Granddad and Grandma’s previous 
pups. They are very grown up know but are still 
happy to play with me. They both recognised 
Grandma and Granddad and made a great fuss of 
them. I felt a bit jealous so I pushed in between them 
to make sure I got some cuddles too. 

We saw Lacey first although she is now called Lucy, 
she lives in a manor house with a huge garden and 
another dog called Ginko who looks just like Lucy but 
is 6 years old. Lucy’s family are very nice even 
though she has taught Ginko to open the back door so 
that they can go inside whenever they like. Just 


before we left I went to explore the garden and found 
a lovely sprinkler going. I had great fun with that so 
that when Granddad called me to get in the car I was 
soaking wet. Granddad dried me off with my towel 
but I made sure that I leaned on Grandma’s legs in the 
car to dry off properly.

Two new ways of working at Hinchingbrooke Mater- 
nity unit will offer women more choice: 
The Primrose Suite - Hinchingbrooke’s new 
Midwifery Led Birthing Unit 


Due to open in June 2009, the Primrose Suite will be 
an exciting new addition to the choices for women 
choosing to give birth at Hinchingbrooke. 
Primrose Suite will be available for use by women who 
choose to birth in a low risk birthing environment 
within the hospital and who, following an assessment 
by their Community Midwife, are suitable for birth in a 
low risk environment. This purpose designed and built 
area is independent to the labour ward and consists of a 
reception and waiting area with two birthing rooms and 
a two bedded rest area. The area is bright and contem- 
porary in design with stylist photography adorning the 
walls, colourful curtains and toning furniture give this 
area a comfortable non clinical feel. 
The rest area and both birthing rooms are ensuite, with 
direct access to a new pool room from one birthing 
room. The rooms are equipped with Bradbury couches 
and other birthing aids to support women in exploring 
positions for birth, while medical equipment, such as 
infant resuscitation tables, are hidden away in keeping 
with the non clinical theme of the area. 
A kitchenette is available for light refreshments so that 
the new family leaves for home refreshed and ready to 
enjoy their new arrival. 
For women who are low risk, but not suitable for the 
Primrose Suite or for women who choose to give birth 
on the labour ward, there will be continued access to 
the birthing pool and to a low risk birthing room within 
the main labour ward environment.

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NICK’S NATURE NOTES 
“Oh to be in England now May is come” — what a 
month May is! It heralds the mass movement of 
African migrant birds into Europe - millions and 
millions of birds fly to and from there every year. The 
various warblers: wood, willow, grasshopper and 
chiffchaff amongst others. Every year there is a Cliff 
(it flies all the way from Africa and heads for that tree 
along that bridleway: the millions it must pass on its 
journey but it wants that tree ... marvellous. 
I’ve been spending some time in Norfolk recently, and 
consider myself lucky to see the chiffchaff with its 
monotonous “chiffchaff” call, the willow warbler with 
its song on a descending scale of notes. The blackcap 
is usually hard to see but its “two stones being struck 
together” call makes it unmistakeable. 
And then the cuckoo: heard my first one this year on 21 
April at Beccles Marshes in Suffolk. I’ve been lucky 
enough to actually see one in action this year at the 
Herbert Bares Riverside Park, just outside Great 
Yarmouth next to the Breyden Estuary. I heard it and 
then stalked it following its familiar call to zero in on it 
until I could see its “hawk-like” shape sitting along a 
branch overlooking a reedbed, where it will sit for ages 
watching the comings and goings 
of the reed warblers until it 
establishes a pattern — eg time 
away from the nest getting food 
and then, quicker than a butcher’s 
dog “nicking” a lump of meat off 
the slab, it flies in and lays its egg 
in the nest ... the rest is history. 
At various locations such as Beccles Marshes, Belton 
Marshes and Somerleyton Park I’ve watched the marsh 
harriers cruising on outstretched ““V” shaped wings and 
going through their courtship flights - marvellous 
agility for such big birds. 
Wandered through Waveney Forest looking among the 
bracken for reptiles, and been lucky enough to see 
Britain’s only poisonous snake — the adder — basking in 
the sunlight, several grass snakes, with a couple 
swimming in a smal] pond, and star worms and a few 
vivaporous lizards (sounds posh, but they’re just 
common lizards), but this wonderful forest which also 
houses deer, reptiles, various birds including coal tits, 
numerous butterfly species, dragon and damselflies, 
birds of prey, flying green tiger beetles and loads of 
insects too numerous to mention, is under threat from 
the sand and gravel industry who want to dig it up and 
extract the gravel, which would decimate this lovely 
area, But when I query it I’m told it’s progress and we 
need new roads, and this is the place where I saw my 
first fly agaric mushrooms, the red ones with white dots 
so beloved by elves and fairies in children’s books. 
There’s a petition to sign against the 
destruction of it, so I’m now off to sign 
it. Bye for now.
